WOULD INCREASE USE 
OF NATURAL LIGHT 


Saving of Fuel Would Exceed 
Three Hundred Thousand 
Tons of Coal a Year 


The Daylight committee on Day~ 
light Saving of-the Chamber of Com- 
merce of.the United) States is pro- 
posing .a pill for congress which they 
claim, would effect great fuel. saving. 


‘If daylight saving were adopted in 
the United States through Act of 
Congress they report, a very import- 
ant saving in consumption of fuel, 
especially of coal, wonld result. What 
the total saving of coal woud be is 
very difficult to estimate, hut it would 
apparently exceed 1,500,000 tons a 
year even if daylight saving were in 
effect only for the shortest period that 
has been suggested and at a time of 
year when there is least need for .arti- 
ficial heat and light. The saving 
would occur in both direct and in- 
direct ways. 

Direct Saving 

Daylight saving contemplates sin- 
creased utilization. of natural light, 
through better adjustment of the ac- 
tive day for the greater part of the 
population to the hours during which 
artificial light is not generally requir- 
ed. Coal enters 
mainly through development of elec- 
tric energy and through production 
of gas, both by carbonization and in 
use under boilers and retorts. 
The amount of coal that will be 
saved if the clock is moved ahead one 
hour will differ with the period dur- 
ing which this method of daylight 
saving is used. Calculations com- 
puted for different periods, based up- 
on actual British. experiences in the 
summer of 1916, and modified by al- 
lowances for differences in latitude, 
ete., give the following savings in 
coal for the United States:
